When Should Ydu

have believed! You shouldn't delay.

There is no reason to delay. As soon as a 

person believes in Christ, he can and 

should be baptized. 



What About Being 
Baptized Twice? 

Qur church recommends that you be 

baptized again if you have not been 

baptized by immersion since you became 

a believer. It doesn't devalue a prior 

experience but simply reflects your 

desire to be baptized in the same way 

Jesus was baptized. If you were once 

immersed and then strayed away, you are 

encouraged to be baptized again.

Can My Family Be 
Baptized Together? 

Yes! If each family member understands 
fully the meaning of baptism, and each 

one has personally placed his/her trust 
in Christ for salvation, we encourage 

families to be baptized at the same time,
